opened at Bedford Sorings Tu'sday 
a'ternoon by Pres H. C Niles.o'Ynrlr, 
with an address in which ha severely 
criticised tbe members of tha lait leg- 
ialjtnre and present political condi- 
tions. He slid in pa-t: 


"In the office of the secretary of the 


commonwealth is on file tho osthof 
every senator and represeilative, sol- 
emnly ttken before entering upon his 
du'ies to support, obey and defend the 
ccmslitution of th's commonwealth. 
By Section 18, Ai-tic'e 2, the p°ople 
command th'-ir ngents, immodiately 
after each decennial esnsus, to appor- 
tioT the state agreeably to the provi- 
fieras of the two next preceding sec- 
tiors, which reccgm'ze the principle of 
cqva! representation &s fundsmental 
to free representative government. 


"Tbat the legislature of 1905 might 


cot forget its duty or the members by 
corelobsnesi or ignorance lay perjury 
upon their sou's, Governor Pennyyaek- 
pr directed their attant'oa to tha ex- 
plicit comroaod3, which they had fresh- 
ly s-^orn to obey. Their only response 
v.as to ra? tilhe of the mint and anise 
and cumin of Ktate politics, while ne- 
(flectlrg the weightier matters of the 
law. 


'•The obligation of the constitutional 


mindate was not disputed. The trea- 
son and the perjury of disregarding it 
was not denied. 


"Nevertheless, the resolution 


calling; for action was defeated 
o 


almost with unanimity, and those 
•who took the oath and deliberate- 
ly violated it are neither in the 
penitentiary nor under indict- 
ment; but these traitors, who in- 
tentionally robbed citizens of their 
equal political rights, are still 
dangerously at large." 


Speaking of personal registration the 


president said: 


"There could be no possible honest 


objection to this attempt to make less 
tho nullification of the legal votes by 
the casting and counting of fraudulent 
ones. By present methods, one police- 
protectad den oi crime may furnish 
anough illegal votes to counteract the 
votes of all good citizens of a given 
district." 


Referring to the political situation 


in Philadelphia he continued: 


"The delusion that has been of great 


peril to our public liberties is the idea 
thst public ofSoas and property are 
the rightful spoil of the victorious 
party and of its moat influential lead- 
ers. U itil this delusion is dispelled 
tbtg grzat itata wil* continue its ex- 
hiu-iting march around the vicious 
circle 
A thirty-day revival of public 


spirit in one corner of the s'ate has re- 
sulted in piaeing on the supreme bench 
a John Stewart." 


Tarough his eatire address the pres- 


ident scored the machine domination 
in the state. 


At Wednesday evening's session Dr. 


Charles A. Girdiiier, of New York, 
spoke on "The Constitutional Powers

"I conceiva that we have entered 


upon a new era of political develop- 
ment.

As a 
result of the president's refusal Judson 
Harmon, who Eat in Mr. Cleveland's 
cabinet at the same table as Paul Mor- 
ton's father, aud Frederick Judson, 
who together were retained as special 
counsel to prosecute the case of the 
government against the Santi 3?e, have 
resigned, and the president has been 
compelled to make public the corres- 
pondence connected with the else, 
which he does with great gusto and 
with the apparent conviction that he 
is entirely in the right, but with what 
competent judges declare to be an 
aggregation of the most specious argu- 
ments which were ever presented by 
a high official of the government. 


lu the estimation of prominent Dem- 


ocrat sand also of many leading Re- 
publicans the president has seriously 
weakened if not destroyed his power 
for good. He has established the dan- 
gerous precedent that where corpora- 
tions are caught in flagrant violations 
of the law the officers responsible for 
such violations are not to be prose- 
cuted but merely the corporations 
themselves. Of course this is abso- 
lutely farcical as it means merely the 
infliction of a fine on the corporations, 
when they are found out, and a fine of 
such smill proportions as to act in no 
way as a deterrent from a repetition of 
the crime. With no disgrace follow- 
ing the perpetration of such illegal 
practices the officials will naturally re- 
gard it as their duty to their stock- 
holders to disregard the law whenever 
they balieve they are safe from detec- 
tion. 


Although Mr. Morton virtually con- 


fesses that he knew that his road was 
guilty of illegal practices and declared 
that his subordinates, who granted the 
rebates, did "perfectly right" and that 
in no other way could the road con- 
tinue in business, Mr. Eoosevelt grants 
him entire absolution and assures him 
he need pay no further attsntion to 
the accusations which have been made 
against him. The president also as- 
sures Mr. Morton that he will make a 
splendid head of the Equitable and 
then proceeds to give him some inex- 
pert advice as to how to conduct the

The latter, however, stated that they 
believed it to be an unjust measure, 
indefensible in princip'e, that it ought 
to be beaten regardless of its relation 
to any other measure, and they de- 
clined to entertain the proposition 
Campbell and Shirks urged them to re- 
turn to Harrisburg', call the oil dele- 
gation together, submit the proposi- 
tion to them as a body, aud see how the 
majority of the members were dis- 
posed toward it. This they agreed to 
do, and returning to Harrisburg on 
the Sunday-night train, they called 
the score or more of members from the 
oil counties together on the following 
day and submitted the proposition 
with the information that they had re- 
jected it in toto. The proposition was 
unanimously declined by the entire 
delegation, and the decision was tele- 
graphed to Mr. Shiras on Tuesday 
morning.

nasiui, Mapes and Emary were not 
specifically told thai the real sourca of 
this offer lor the withdrawal of op- 
position to the oil-country legislation 
came from the Pennsylvania Ballroad, 
which was to be the chief benefic ary 
of the $4,000,000 appropriation, but 
they strongly suspected that it did.

Between 
these fxtremes there are countless num- 
bers who are under the necessity of giv- 
ing their lives to work for which they 
are notfitted, which is not suited to their 
taste, which may contribute nothing 
to the good of society and for which 
they may have no respect.

THE FISH LAW. 


When certain Kind, of the Finny Tribe 


Mfey Be Taken. 


At the recent session of the legisla- 


ture a few but unimportant changes 
were made m the fish laws. The old 
acts which were adopted and approv- 
ed by-Governor Stone in 1001 are still 
in farce. The principal fish laws of 
interest to anglers in this section are: 


All fish of this commonwealth, not 


classed a: game or food fish, may be 
taken at any time of the year with rod, 
hook and line, or with rod and line, 
not having more than three hooks. 


Salmon, trook trout and all fish be- 


longing to the family of salmon or 
trout; black bass, green or Oswego 
bast, crappie, grass or Strawberry 
bass, white bass, rock bass, blue pike, 
pike, percb, Susquabanna salmon, or 
wall-eyed pike, pickerel, sunftsh and 
muscalonge are classed by the law as 
game fish. Shad, white fish, herring, 
Cisco 
herring, 
alewife, 
sturgeon, 


striped bass or rock fish are classed as 
food fish. 


No game fish can be legally taken 


except with a rod, hook and line. Pen- 
alty, 825 for each offense. 


The season for the legal taking of 


trout of all kinds, except lake trout, 
begins April 15 ard closes July 31, 
inclusive. 


Lake trout can be legally taken 


from January 1 to the first day of 
September, inclueive. 


All other game fish can be legally 


taken from June 15 to February 15, 
inclusive. Penalty, $10 for each fish 
illegally taken and retained. 


But 50 brook trout c»n be legally 


takea in one day. Penalty, S10 for 
each fish taken and retained in excess 
of that number. 


Dip]nets of prescribed s'za may bi 


used for the taking of carp, eels, cat 
fish and suckers in waters oi the com 
monwealth, not inhabited by trout 
during the months of March, April 
May, October, November and fiecem 
ber. 


All game fish taken in this mannei 


must ba returned, unharmed, to the 
waters from which they are taken 
Penalty, S10 for each game fish s( 
taken and retained, with forfeiture o: 
all fishing appliance used. 


All waters of this commonwealth 


except small springe, stocked at th< 
public expanse, are open to public 
fishing. 


Fyke nets without wing walls may 


be used for the taking of carp, eels 
catfish, and suckers, in waters not in 
habited by trout, during the monthi 
of March, April, May, Oataber, Novem 
ber and December, if shad 
ba no 


found in said waters inhabited by 
shad during the months of March 
April and May 


All nets so used must have attiched 


a metallic tag, bearing the name am 
address of the owner and all fish othe 
than carp, eels, catfish and suckers, sc 
caught, must be returned, unharmed 
to the waters from which they an 
taken. Penalty, S10 for each net use; 
in violation of the law and S10 for each 
Ssh so taken and illegally retained 
also forfeiture of all appliances used 


Outlines may be legally set lor carp 


eels, suckers and catfish in waters no 
inhabited by trout, provided that deac 
bait only is used and the line weight 
ed to the bottom of the stream. 


All other fish taken by the outline 


must be released with as little ijljary 
as possible.

Penalty, 825 and forfeiture of al 
appliances used. 


It is legal to ca'.ch, take or kill any 


bullfrogs from July 1 to November 
and terrapin from November 1 t 
Marjh 15. The penalty for securing 
them out of season is S35 in each case 
which is payable to the school distric 
in which the offense is committed. 


The question of whether or not fish 


ing on Sunday is legal has not as ye 
been fully determined. According tc 
a decision of a Philadelphia magis 
trate it is decla-< d legal, while another 
decided it is unlawful.
